Discoveny axp Haucy Sartemaen, 

‘The first authentic account of the discovery of New Zealand is 
that given by Abel Jansen Tasman, the Dutch navigator. Ho left 
Batavia on the 14th August, 1642, in the ht “He irk,” 
aecompunied by the “Zechaen” (or * Seahen") fly-bont, After 
having visited Mauritius, and discovered Tasmania, nam | 
him “Von Diemen’s Land,” in honour of Anthony yan Diemen, 
Governor of the Datch possessions in the Bast Indies,

Thence he steered ulong the west 
coast of the North Island, and gave the name of Cape Maria van 
Diemen to the north-western extremity thereof. After sighting 
the islands of the Three Kings he finally departed, not having set 
foot in the country. 

There is no rocord oi any visit to New Zealand after Tasman’s 
departure until the time of Captain Cook, who, after leaving the 
Society Islands, sailed in search of ® southern continent then 
believed to exist. He sighted land on the 6th October, 1769, at 
Young Nick's Hoad, and on tho 8th of that month cast anchor in 
Poverty Bay. After having coasted round the North Island and the 
Midille and Stewart Tslands—which last he mistook for part of the | 
Middlo Island—he took his departure from Cape Farowall on the 
let March, 1770, for Australia.

British sovereigaty was proclaimed over New Zeuland in Januat 
1840, and the country became a dependency of New South Wi 
until the 3rd May, 1841, when it was made a separate colony, 
seat of Government was at Auckland, and the Executive includ 
the Governor, and three gentlemen holding office as Colonial Sect 
tary, Attorney-General, and Colonial Treasurer.

The Government of the colony was at first vosted in

Tn 1889 an amendment of the Representation Act was passed, 
which contained a provision prohibiting any elector from giving hit 
vote in respect of more than one electorate at any election. “ The 
Electoral Act, 1893," extended to women of both races the right 
to ister as electors, aod to vote at the elections for members of 
the se of Representatives. The qualification for registration is 
the same for both sexes. No person is entitled to be registered on 
mora than one electoral roll within the colony. Women are not 

jualified to be elected as members of the House of Representatives, 
the electoral laws are the subject of special comment further on 
in this work. Every man registered as an elector, and not specially 
excepted by the Electoral Act now in force, is qualified to be elected 
a member of the House of Representatives for any electoral dis- 
trict. For European representation every adult person, if resident 
‘one year in the colony and three months in one electoral district, 
can ‘be registered as an elector. Frachold property of the value 
of £25 held for six months preceding the day of registration 
until 1896 entitled a man or woman to register, if not previously 
registered under the residential qualification.

tendencics. 


The death-rate of England and Wales from phthisis, though 
@eelining, is far higher than that of New Zealand, In 1900 it stood 
at 13-32 per 10,000. 

Phthisis is now known to be und is treated as an infectious 
preventible disease caused by the bacillus tuberculosis, which is 
communicable in many ways. Certain constitutions are far ore 
Betercert than others to receive this bacillus, especially under 
condi of life unfavourable to robust health, when a nidus is 
formed the development of the bacillus. Ths Government has 
etiablished a sanatorium for consumptives at Hamilton in the 
Waikato, and farther institutions are contemplated.

By this statute the Commissioner of Life Insurance is given 
power to insure persons againat accident, and specially omployort 
‘against liability for accident to any person employed, besides 
generally doing the business of an insurer against accident. 

‘The Act provides for capital for the accident insurance business 
by empowering tho Governor in Council to raise by debentures or 
scrip, or by issue of inscribed stock, sums of money not exeeeding 
£25,000 altogether. To redeem at maturity the securities isened in 
respect of capital raised there are provisions for a sinking fant. 

The funds, assets, and liabilities of the Government Lite Ie 
surance Department belonging to its accident insurance branch sre 
to be kept separate and distinct from the main life insurance 
business, and powers are vested in the Governor to make ny 
in regard to tables fixing rates of premiums, and other details, lor 
the conduct of accident insurance.

In 
the earliest yoars the gold was obtained from alluvial diggings, but

The wheat harvest of 1904 showed an average yield of 34°26 
bushels per acre, the crop renlised being 7,891,664 bushels, against 
7,457,915 bushele in 1903. 

The quantity of wheat of the previous senson’s harvest held by 
farmers in October, 1903, as shown by the gasetted figures, wax 
2,245,299 bushels, an amount which excludes stocks of grain and 
flour held by merchants and millers. The total amount of wheat 
exported during the year 1903 was 71,700 bushels, while the im- 
ports were 40 bushels, most probably for seeding purposes. 

Tho importa of flour during 1903 wore 34201 contals (1,710 
fons), and the exports 265 tons. 

he area under wheat for threshing increased from 194,355 acres

were in the Customs duties, £265,682; stamps, £100,845; 
income tux, £59,617 ; and ruilways, £186,442. All the other hes 
of revenue exceeded the previous year's receipts, except the 
torial revenue, which fell off to the amount of £4,435. 

‘The expenditure for the year under permanent charges and 
roached £6,434,281, or £220,263 in excess of that for the

Public Works in New Zealand. 

The barden of a public debt depends greatly on the measure in 
which it is expended on reproductive works, and on the degree of 
prosperity onjoyed by the people. The gone gged charactor 
‘of this country, and tho natural difficultios appertaining to the silos 
of many of the towns, soon necessitated a large outlay on roads and 
public works, The nead was fully recognised, and to some extent 
niet, by tho Provincial Governments, which have justly received 
great credit for their far-sceing and liberal exertions. A great doal 
of road-making, often of a very costly character, was accomplished, 
harbour and other improvements hogan and immigration encou- 
raged. Some railways were made in Canterbury, Otago, and South- 
land. The City of Christchurch and the Canterbury Plains wore 
connected with the Port of Lyttelton by a railway, which required 
the constraction of « long and very costly tunnel through the inter- 
youing range of hills. In Otago private onterprise, backed by the 

tee of the Provincial Government, built a railway from Dun- 
edin to Port Chalmers, and some miles of line were made in South- 
land from the Town of Invercargill into the interior; but no genaral 
nd comprehensive schome of public works could be carried out

Is the year 1896 an Act intituled the Government Valuation 
of Land Act was passed, providing for the appointment of a Valuer- 
General, and for tho periodical valuation of all land in the colony.

ing, The valuations on the district roll are used for the assess- 
tment of land-tax, stamp duties, and duties on decensed persons’ 
estates ; for local rates, except in places where these are levied on 
the annual value; also, for the purposes of advances and invest:

The term “land” means and includes all lands, tenements, 
buildings, and hereditaments, whether corporeal or incorporeal, and 
‘also includes all chattel interests in land. 

‘A cortitied copy of any eutry in tho district valuation-roll is 

ied by the Department on payinent of the prescribed fee. 
district valuation-roll continues in force until a fresh roll is 
joade, but whilst in force it may be altered and amended from time 
to time, The rolls for rating purposes are supplied to local bodies 
the Valuer-General on the request of the local authority, The 
is to insure a standard valuation for taxation, local rating, 
‘and Joan purposes. 

Owners and occupiers dissatisfied with their valuations have the 
right of objection, the procedure being that laid down by ‘The 
Rating Act, 1594," and the regulations under “The Government 
Valuation of Land Act, 1896." 

The cost of making the valuation is divided proportionally 
tween the Departments mostly using it and the local suthoriti 
while separate fees are provided for by regulation for supplying 
Bestia! yalanions to persons requiring them. 

The district valuation-roll shows the capital value of the pro- 
perty, of improvements, and the unimproved value of the land.

the main block of buildings, the Pavilion Baths, is divided into 
6 wings for ladies and gentlemen. Here wre situated, in addi 
tion to the ladies’ swiroming-bath, the immeraion baths supplied by 
‘the famous *' Priest’ water and suites of public and private baths 
lied from the Rachel spring. Under the same roof are the 
mies comprising ‘complete immersion” and ‘* local” mud baths. 

At the ticket-office may be obtained hot Rachel water froo for 
drinking purposes, and cold Te Aroha water—a strongly allcalino 
‘saline—at 2d, per glass. It is hoped to be able before long to retail 
here several of the more important waters of the colony. 

Behind the Duchess Bath, in an unpretentious wooden building, 
‘are the ladies’ and gentlemen's Aix massage baths. . ‘These are very 
‘eomfortably fitted up with cooling-rooms and private dressing-rooms, 
while the walls of the bath-rooms are lined with plate glass to insure 
absolute cleanliness. Tho Rachel water, under hydraulic pressure 
‘of mbout 50 Ib. to the square inch, supplies the various douches, and 
the whole ix in churge of thoroughly experienced masseurs and 
tmasseuses, who, in addition to a vies of massage and douching, 
are export in the Swedish movements and gymnastics. 

In the same building are roo ed up for the employment of 
dry iiassage, electricity, and ical gymnastics. Here, as in the 
Aix massage baths, the attendants do not give any treatment on 
their own initiative, but work only according to the instruction of 
the patient’s medical attendant. Full written directions aro banded 
in with each case, a prescription in fact, and this is carried out with 
‘thie eaine literal exactness as an ordinary prescription is made up by 
the chemist. 

Half a mile away along the lake-shore, in thedirection of Whaikca- 
fewarewa, are the Postmaster Baths, similar in construction to the 
‘Priest Baths, with a male and female side, but open to the air.

From what har been said of the rivor systems it will be evident that the 
country is well supplied with water, although none of the rivers can bo used for 
purpores of internal communication; but the plains are teavered by reilwaye for 
considerable distances from the principal towns, and where the milwaye end com 
gmunication ix continued by good ronds, so that there is probably no part of 
the colony better off for means of transit; and with the Bluff Harbour the South- 
land District would seem to posvess every focility.
